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Memorandum by the Director of Central Intelligence 


1, In an effort t.o clarify the relationship that should oxist 
. hetween SWNCC and CIO, the Dlrpctor of Central intelligence met 
with the member 9 of the State-yto-Navy Coordinating Committee in 
formal session I 6 October 1946f ..At. this meeting It was agreed 
that collaboration between SWNCC and CIO was desirable and con¬ 
sequently the Secretary of SWNCC was directed to consult with 
.the Secretary of' NIA and submit a report to SWNCC setting forth 
I the recommended action rsq'ilJPod to effect the. cooperation and 
oollaboratloh desired between the two agencies. 


2. As a result of the joint ;Study presented by the SWNCC and 
the NIA secretariat, the State-Wo^-Navy Coordinating Committee 
on 20 November 1946 agreed that: 

a. Formal liaison should be established between the 
SENCe Secretariat and the NIA Secretariat with authority 
to arrange for further liaison between SWNCC Subcommittees, 
ad hoc committees,.working parties, and organizational 


•units of CIG, 

b. SWNCC Subcommittees, ^ hoc committees and working 
parties should bo authorized to invite CIO officers to 
attend meetings when subcommittees or vrorking parties so 
desiro,
